PROPOSED TRUCK ORDINANCE AMENDMENTS 
ARTICLE IX. BUSES, TRUCKS AND OTHER HEAVY VEHICLES 


Sec. 17-77.  Intercity buses - Routes. 


Any intercity common carrier of passengers, duly authorized 
to operate upon the streets of this city, shall operate its 
vehicles and maintain and provide service only upon the routes as 
numbered and described in Schedule 15, maintained on file in the 
office of the Traffic Engineer. (Ord. 2726, 1.) 


Sec. 17-78. Same - Loading zones. 


No intercity common carrier or passenger vehicle shall stop, 
stand or park within the business district of this city, except 
at the loading zones described in Schedule 16, maintained on file 
in the office of the Traffic Engineer. (Ord. 2726, 1.)

Any common carrier of passengers, other than intercity, duly 
authorized to operate upon the streets of this city shall operate 
its vehicles only on the routes prescribed in the franchise 
agreement between this city and such carrier.

Sec. 17-89. Definitions. 


For the purpose of this ordinance, the following terms, 
phrases, words and their derivations shall have the meaning given 
herein.

Sec. 17-83. Application of Requlation. 


All trucks within the City shall be operated only over and 
along the truck routes herein established and on the other 
designated streets over which truck travel is permitted. 

(1) Exceptions. This Ordinance shall not Prohibit: 


a) the deviation of a truck from a designated truck route, 
providing the truck: 


l.) has a destination point in Allen County, and

In addition to those streets in the City constituting a 


part of a truck route as established herein, the following 
Streets, and no others, shall be used for truck traffic:

(1) 


17-86. . Truck traffic in the city. 
Trucks originating outside of the county. 


(a) One inside destination point. All trucks 
entering the city for a destination point in the city shall 
proceed only over an established truck route and shall 
deviate only at the intersection with the street, upon 
which such traffic is permitted, according to Section 
17-85, nearest to the destination point. Upon leaving the 
destination point, a deviating truck shall return to the 
truck route by the shortest permissible route. 


(b) Multiple inside destination points. All trucks 
entering the city for multiple destination points shall 
proceed only over established truck routes and shall 
deviate only at the intersection with the street, upon 
which such traffic is permitted, according to Section 
17-85, nearest to the first destination point. Upon 
leaving the first destination point a deviating truck shall 
proceed to other destination points by the nearest 
permissible route under Sec. 17-85. Upon leaving the last 
destination point, a deviating truck shall return to the 
truck route by the shortest permissible route. 


(2) Trucks originating inside the county. 


(a) Outside destination point. All trucks, on a 
trip originating in the county, and traveling in the city 
for a destination point outside the city shall proceed by 
the shortest direction over streets on which such traffic 
is permitted, according to Section 17-85, or on designated 
truck routes. 


(b) Inside destination points. All trucks, on a trip 
originating in the county, and traveling in the city for 
destination points in the City shall proceed only over 
streets upon which such traffic is permitted according to 
Section 17-85 or designated truck routes. 


(3) No other streets other than those above designated 


shall be used by trucks without the driver and/or owner having 
first obtained from the Right-of-Way Department a special 


emergency permit therefore, which special permit may be obtained 
without charge. 


Sec. 17-87. Enforcement. 


(a) Traffic Engineer. The Traffic Engineer shall keep and 
maintain accurate maps setting out truck routes and streets upon 
which truck traffic is permitted; the maps shall be kept on file 
in the office of the traffic engineer and shall be available to 
the public. 


(b) Weigh-In. The Chief of Police shall have the 
authority to require any person driving or in control of any 
commercial vehicle not proceeding over a truck route or street 
over which truck traffic is permitted to proceed to any public 
or private scale available for the purpose of weighing and 
determining whether this Ordinance has been complied with. 


Sec. 17-88. Truck loads causing litter. 


No person shall drive or move any truck or other vehicle 
within the city unless such vehicle is so constructed or loaded 
as to prevent any of its load or contents from being blown or 
deposited upon any street, roadway, Sidewalk, alley or other 
public place; nor shall any person drive or move any vehicle or 
truck within the city, the wheels or tires of which carry onto 
or deposit in any street, roadway, alley or other public place 
any mud, dirt, sticky substances or foreign matter of any kind. 
(Ord. G-34,1.) 


Sec. 17-89.  Penalties. 


Every person convicted of a violation of this section shall 
be punished by a fine of two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) 
plus court cost. 


Sec. 17-90. Severability. 


(a) If any provision or term of this chapter, or any 
application thereof, is held invalid, the invalidity shall not 
affect other applications of the provisions of terms of this 
chapter which reasonably can be given effect without the invalid 
provision or term for the application thereof. 


(b) Article IX shall be completely reviewed by the proper 
governmental authority upon completion of each leg of the new 
Fort Wayne byPass. 


Sec. 17-91. Truck parking restrictions. 


The driver of a vehicle with an overall length of more than 
twenty (20) feet, or with an overall width of more than seven 
(7) feet, six (6) inches, shall not park such vehicle on or in 
any Street or alley or driveway in any residential district in 
the city, except temporarily while actually engaged in loading 
or unloading freight or other materials on or from such vehicle, 
nor shall any truck-tractor, farm tractor, road tractor, 
semi-trailer, pull tractor, or any other commercial vehicle be 
parked on or in any driveway, street, or alley in any 
residential district, except temporarily while said vehicle is 
being used for unloading freight or other materials on or from 
such vehicle. (Ord. 2736, 1; Ord. No. G-15-84, 2, 7-24-84) 


Sec. 17-92. Load limits on bridges. 


(a) The board of public works is hereby authorized, by 
resolution regularly adopted, to reduce the gross load weight 
allowed on any bridge, causeway or viaduct below that prescribed 
by state law, whenever such board may determine that the maximum 
load otherwise permitted is greater than such bridge, causeway 
or viaduct can sustain without serious damage or with safety to 
itself. 


(b) When signs are erected pursuant to this section in a 
conspicuous place at the end of the structure, indicating the 
gross weight allowed on any such bridge, causeway, or viaduct, 
no vehicle shall be moved over such bridge, causeway, or viaduct 
when the gross weight of such vehicle is greater than that 
allowed on such bridge, causeway or viaduct. (Ord. 2726, 1.)
